action and bringing the house- 
passed FEPC bill to an open vote 
on the floor of the senate.

U. N. Announcement Makes No Mention Of

LAWMAKERS 
SUSPICIOUS 
OF RED TRAP 


Washington. July 11— 


Wary lawmakers cautioned today 
that new Communism aggression 
may be lurking behind seeming 
Red willingness to negotiate a 
cease-fire in Korea. 


Senator Lodge (R.-Mass.) told 


a reporter he fears the current 
maneuvering by the Reds at Kae- 
song might be only an effort to 
throw United Nations forces off 
guard for an-attack on Europe in 
August. 


"We must watch this thing 


carefully," Lodge said. "If they 
were planning an attack in Europe 
or to move Chinese Communist 
troops against 
Indochina, 
the 


cease-fire move would be just the 
sort of thing they would attempt." 


Lodge, a foreign relations com- 
mittee member, said he doesn't 
believe the U. N. should settle for 
a cease-fire at the 38th parallel, as 
the Reds have proposed. He join- 
ed Senator Douglas (D.-H1.) in 
proposing that the narrow neck of 
the Korean peninsula, about 100 
miles north of the 38th, be made 
the dividing line. The 38th was 
the old border between North and 
South Korea, 


Douglas said in a letter to Sec- 


retary of Defense Marshall yester- 
day that the Communists would 
advertise any settlement at the 
38th as a "crushing victory" over 
U. N. forces. 


The Illinois senator, like Lodge 


a veteran of World War II, con- 
tended it would be "fantasy" to 
believe the Communists would 
agree Jo inspection 
lines to make certain there wag-no 
Red buildup for a new attack. 


Douglas said the State De- 


partment appeared willing to settle 
at the 38th parallel, a result Sec- 
retary of State Acheson has said 
must be accompanied by substan- 
tial guarantees against new ag- 
gression.

boots. The third was in an all- 
dark uniform.

Allied Convoy Is 
Delayed For Hours 
By Armed Chinese 


Munsan, Korea, July 11— 


Armed Chinese guards delayed an 
Allied convoy to Kaesong for more 
than an hour today to "protect us 
from guerrillas," an American jeep 
driver reported. 


Pfc Lewis Mizner, 1756 32nd St., 


Cleveland, O., aaid the Chinese 
check point wai about five miles 
south of Kaesong, where cease-fire 
talks started yesterday. 


"They wouldn't let us go through 


until they found someone to pro- 
tect us, as they phrased it, from 
guerrillas," he said. 


A Chinese interpreter finally ar- 


rived and accompanied the convoy 
into the city. 


"That Interpreter spoke only two 


words of English—hello and wait," 
Mizner added. 


Chinese armed with rifles, burp 


guns and other weapons were spot- 
ted all along the route past the 
check point. All United Nations 
personnel were required to surren- 
der their weapons (presumably to 
American Military Police) at the 
Imjin river bridge and proceed into 
Kaesong unarmed. 


"That gives you a funny feel- 


ing," Mizner said. "You sure keep 
an eye on them." 


He said Chinese Infantry patrols 


were moving all along the route. 


Men of 28th Div. Not Much Surprised 
Over News of Move to Europe This Fall 


Camp Atterbury, Ind., July 11—

men of the 28th Infantry Division 
weren't much surprised yesterday 
when word came they should get 
ready for movement to Europe this 
fall.

Washington today that the defense 
department had notified him the 
division is being alerted for trans- 
fer to General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower's command in Europe in the 
next few months. The date of em- 
barkation has not been set. Mar- 
tin at one time commanded the 
28th.

Major General Daniel B. Strick- 


ler, the present commander, said 
the announcement will in no way 
modify the division's rugged train- 
ing schedule. 


Preparations are being made for 


shifting the division to Fort Bragg, 
N. C., next month. There the 
troops will engage in field maneu- 
vers lasting until Sept. 2. 


The general sentiments were ex- 


pressed this way by Lt. Richard 
Sleverling: 


"We are and we were resigned 


to the fact that we possibly would 
see service in Europe, and this an- 
nouncement is not too much of a 
surprise to us. We are happy to 
know that in the future we have a 
certain mission to perform." 


That 
mission, as now made 


known, will take the 28th back to 
an arena in which it was repeated- 
ly acclaimed for valiant exploits. 
The division fought on Europe's 
historic battlefields in both World 
Wars and won distinction for its 
part in major campaigns. 


Since coming to Atterbury the 


division has been brought up to 
war strength by the addition of 
men from various parts of the 
country.

negotiators showed "less stiffness 
and less formality " 


Neither the communique nor the 


briefing officer mentioned three 
Communist demands reported by 
Red radios. 


But Allied delegates, returning 


Wednesday afternoon 
from 
the 


second day of talks in Kaesong, 
made it clear they wouldn't talk 
about one of the three points—a 
demand that foreign troops get 
out of Korea immediately. 


Rear Adm. Arlelgh A. Burke, a 


member of the five man U. N. 
team, said It was a political 
question. Allied negotiators won't 
discuss political issues. 


The briefing officer said nego- 


tiators "may not 
get 
down to 


brass tacks'* in Thursday sessions. 


Ruhlen said there was much less 


tension at Wednesday's meeting 
but he added he could not disclose 
just what has been accomplished. 


Conferees are operating without

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YOUR FOUNDATION REPORTS 


Tripled incidence of infantile paralysis in the past 


three years has created a "new concept of normalcy" 
for polio in which it is no longer possible to^speak of 
a normal average of 10,000 new cases per year, it is 
disclosed in the 13th annual report of the National 
Foundation For Infantile Paralysis. 


Polio touched more people and "reached into a 


wider area as the trend of incidence continued high" 
last year, President Basil O'Connor said in his intro- 
duction to the report. 


Assistance was given 56,000 polio patients last 


year, when 33,351 new cases were reported. This 
number included 30,000 from earlier epidemics and 
26,000 in 1950, representing four out of five of last 
year's victims who needed and received March of 
Dimes assistance. In addition to money, the Founda- 
tion furnished 664 iron lungs, 332 hot pack machines, 
1,787 nurses, and 122 physical therapists to epidemic 
areas in 42 states. 


Since it was established in 1938, the Foundation 


has expended $13,063,254 in March of Dimes funds for 
"scientific research into every phase of infantile pa- 
ralysis, and $12,322,065 for professional training and 
education. In the same 13-year period, patient care, 
described as the prime responsibility of the 2,826 Na- 
tional Foundation chapters, cost more than $101,000,- 
000. 
A separate tabulation of epidemic aid reveals 


that $8,277,221 was advanced by national headquar- 
ters to 1,054 chapters which had used all local funds 
In meeting the cost of patient care in 46 states. 


Last year's toll of 33,351 polio cases was second 


in severity to the record high of the year before, when 
42,366 children and adults were stricken.

I asked Ellen Saltenstall of the 
Pan-American Coffee Bureau for 
the top know-how.

$8.000,000 dialing system yester- 
day^ before nearly 150 civic leaders 
and civil officials at an open house 
celebration. 


To explain the complicated sys- 


tem that permits the operators to 
record special code numbers for 
exchanges and telephone numbers, 
the company set up a simplified 
exhibit. 


Pittsburgh is now one of sever- 


al large cities that can dial long 
distance numbers direct and thus 
save nearly Half of the time form- 
erly needed to complete a. call. 


Other cities with the system in
